HOME, FARM .OP GARDES. 


—It is now generally believed tha 


apples keep better in moist or daiui 
cellars than in dry ones. 


—There is but one proper way o 


using tea pots and codec pots made o,. 
tin, and that is to empty them after 
every meal and wash them out thor- 
oughly. Tho acids and salts in the tea 
and cofico will act on the tin and ao 
spoil the flavor of the beverage. 


—A good way to use up bits of cold 
roast boot is to chop thorn fine and adc 
about a third of tho quantity of cracker 
or broad crumbs, stir hi enough milk or 
water to moiston it, season well with 
pepper and salt, then roll in balls or 
flat calces, dip in egg and fry in butter. 


—Quince Preserves.— Pare, core and 


quarter fine, large quinces. Lay aside 
all inferior and badly shaped pieces. 
Cook the fruit in water enough to cov- 
er, having first weighed it. Allow 
three-quarters of a pound of su^ar to 
every pound of fruit, and a cup ofwntoi 
for each pound o! sugar. Hake this 
into a clear sirup, and when tho fruit is 
easily pierced with a straw, drain it 
from tlio \vatcr nnd put it, while still 
hot, into the boiling sirup; seal up in 
air-tight jars. Can quinces in the same 
manner, using less sugar. 


—Chow-Chow Pickle.—One peck of 


green tomatoes, two quarts of vinegar, 
one cup of sugar, half pint of mustard 
seed, three tablespoonfuls of pepper, 
two tablespoonfuls of salt, one table- 
spoonful of cloves,, half dozen green 
peppers, one dozen of onions. Chop 
tho tomatoes; add salt, first a layer of 
tomatoes, then salt; Jet it stand all night. 
In the morning drain oil" the brino and 
add tho above ingredients, outline tho 
green peppers aud onions fine. Let it 
all boil till quite tender. Put, in jars 
and cover tightly. 


—Tomato Catsup.—Over-ripe toma- 
toes make a; flavorless catsup. They 
must bo in prime condition and sound. 
Take two pecks of tomatoes, slice them, 
and put in a porcelain kettle; iron pots 
make black catsup; boil to a pulp, then 
strain and pass through a sieve; then 
return the juico to the kettle; add to it 
two ounces of salt, two of mace, two 
tablespoonfuls of whole black popper. 
one tcaspoonfnl of cayenne, one-half 
tablespoonful of ground 
cloves, six 


tablespoonfuls of ground mustard, ono- 
quarter of 
11 clove of garlic, and an 


ounce of cclcry-sacd; boil throe hours. 
When it is cooling add a tumblerful of 
strong vinegar. Put in bottles and 
cork tight. 


—Ophthalmia or inflammation of the 


eyes in cattle is sometimes general 
throughout a district. It may bo caused 
by some prevalent condition, such as 
the weather or the presence of pollen 
in the air. which irritates tho organ, or 
by dint or other impurities which have 
tho same oll'cct. The proper treatment 
would bo to wash tho eyes with some 
stimulating solution to cause them to 
throw oil the offending matter;sulphate 
of zinc, one dram, dissolved in a quart 
of water, may be injected into the or<*an 
with a syringe. The disease may also 
bo a result of catarrh resulting from 
either of the above causes, in which 
case the wash for tho eyes may bo used, 
and half an ounce of chlorate of potash 
may be given daily for three or four 
Aa.ya.-N. K Times. 


—To Preserve Green Crab Apples.— 


Select full-grown crab apples, wash 
/hem and cover the sides and bottom of 
four preserving kettle with grapevine 
eaves, and fill it with the apples, 
spreading a thick layer of vino leaves 
over it. Fill up tho kettle with cold 
water,and sot over a slow fire;let them 
simmer, but not boil. When thev are 
quite yellow take them out, peel off tho 
skins with a penknife and extract tho 
cores very neatly. Put them again into 
;ho kettle with fresh vine leaves and 
water, and set them over a slow lire; 
lo not lot them boil. When they havo 
jocome green, take them out with a 
skimmer, weigh them and allow one 
pound of sugar to every pound of fruit, 
md a scant iialf pint oif water to every 
round. Put the sugar and water into 
,ho kettle, and lot it boil until tho scum 
ieases toTisc, when add tho fruit and 
et it boil slowly till all arc transparent. 
ifou may put tho grated yellow rinds 
md the juice of : some lomons in them. 
»Vhen done, spread out in largo dishes 
o cool, then tic them up in glass jars, 
after putting a .piece of tissue paper 
over them wet with the white of an 
rg. , 
. ' 


The Farm Implements. 


We have in mind, just now, a farm on 


vhich may bo found thousands of dol- 
.ars-worth of implements in a perfectly 
useless condition, and which have Deen 
rusted and rotted out by exposure to 


far greater degree than they have 


boon worn out by use. It is quite 
leedless to say that the ownor, or the 
)stcnsiblc owner of the farm, is poor, 
^o man can practice waste to tho cx- 
«nt of exposing all the implements 
md machinery necessary to carry on a 
argo farm to the weather from one 
year's end to another, without losin"- 
ground financially all the time, and 5 
10 lives long enough ho will become a 
>romhient candidate for tho poor-house. 
L'ho cause of the neglect to take proper 
care of the farm implements and ma- 
chinery, is not always 
an inherent 


recklessness in business methods, but 
mite as often habit as anything else. 
We leave these things unhoused one 
winter, and it is easier -to do it the 
lext; wo leave an implement whore we 
last used it once, and it will be much 
easier to leave it the" next time . The 
man who intends to keep perfect con- 
trol of himself will recognize the ne- 
cessity of preserving the utmost order 
and regularity in his everyday life, 
and in order to maintain and strength- 
en the habit of putting things in tnoir 
>laces, when done with them, will put 
limself greatly, out of the way to do it, 
f necessary.'-. .Carelessness becomes 
habitual ana so does method. 
The time wasted in spring in repalr- 


ng machinery and tools which have 
>ecpmc out of order through exposure 
during the winter is enormous, and yet 
t is repeated season after season. Now 
suppose wo turn over a new loaf in this 
natter, if we aie among tho guilty. 
This is a good tirao to begin to reform, 
f we have not houses or covering suffi- 
cient to protect all our machinery, it 
will -Slot cost much cither in time or 
money to erect them. Leave nothing 
out 
We farmers spend a great deal of 


money for farm machinery under tho 
most favorable circumstances. 
Every 


machine is covered up with a patent, 
and is owned by those who intend to 
make the, most out of us that they pos- 
sibly can, and, when wo unnecessarily 
sxpose our machinery to destructive in- 
fluences, we rather show our willing- 
ness to help these fellows odd to their 


fortunes which they have already got 
of us. Personally we have always been 
tolerably careful of implements and 
machinery, but we have not been so 
thoroughly so that we cannot make 
some improvements, and wo mean to 
pi-olit by tho advice which we aro giv- 
ing to others. 
Saving on the farm is a 


good virtue whenever practiced, and 
never better than when it is practiced 
in connection with machinery. — West- 
ern l.urnl. _ 


General 
Management of 
Turkeys, 


' 
and Ducks. 


_ Fowls that are kept in con tinned con- 
finement both in and out of season, 
require extra care to be profitable. For 
those, a run of an hour or two in the 
afternoon of the day, I have found to 
be of great benefit. It is a change, 
and if they bo allowed some fresh 
earth to scratch amongst, it is all tho 
better. It appears to bo a natural 
thin" for fowls to exercise the muscles 
in this manner; consequently it is for 
their health. Any lover of poultry 
should be willing to allow liis fowls tho 
short breathing space of a 'couple of 
hours in the yard or on the lawn, nnd 
watch them that they do no serious 
damage. They soon learn, where reo-- 
ularity is duly observed, to, wait, anil 
watch foi- their time to conic, and en- 
joy it amazingly. Fowls, especially the 
common sorts, aro no better for ram- 
bling over so great a territory when 
fully grown, if they arc well taken care 
of and true regularity observed; chicks 
aro the better for full liberty, although 
these may be greatly chocked. 
" 
Turkeys will not submit to this treat- 


ment with so good grace. Their very 
nature leads them to seek tho mount- 
ains, and hills and open pastures, and 
they are the better. They aro not, 
neither can they ever be, a yard fowl 
For these truly noble and valuable 
birds, when kept and reared in laro-o 
numbers, a keeper is necessary to fol- 
low them in their wandcrino-, check 
trespass and fold at night. In this 
manner largo numbers may bo raised 
with little or no expenditure for feed 
after tho first six weeks, and tho later 
fattening. 
A few may bo raised about 


tho door with the common fowls, but 
Llicy arc seldom as largo or fino as 
those that go abroad for their insect 
food. 


Our many breeds of domestic fowls 


which are so profitable, both for e<"m 
and flesh, may bo confined. 
So may 


ducks and geese, and not bo allowed to 
intrude on the neighbors. 


Poultry requires a steady eye and 


guard over them continually. That 
"onlincmenl brings on sickness and dis- 
:ase, I am not willing to admit, so lono- 
is they arc well fed with suitable nou£ 
shing food and kept clean. The yard 
vhcre ducks and geese aro conlined 
should be furnished with an ample 
-rough, (il there is no running stream 
Jirough it) and the water therein fresh- 
3ned every day. The two should never 
be confined together, however, for tho 
ningling of the fowls is not agreeable 
or harmonious. Not that the two dis- 
.inct breeds will mix, but there is dis- 
cord between them. Gcesc aro horno- 
ikc ;uul rather quiet in disposition, 
•jrefcn-iii'j; their tfwn homo pasture to 
he neighbor's, when once thoroughly 
.rainod.
